Tho defendant or his representative may be allowed
to appear and defend any judgment obtained as hereinbefore Defendant ma/
provided and within one year after the rendition of such judg- appear and de-
ment or such time as may be just, in like manner as judgments fend judpnent
are re-opened and defended in actions originally commenced
in the District Court.
